But respectable women will 
not degrade themselves by guing to the 
polls. It will not be many years 
until you will be glad to undo 
what you have done to-day.” Ar- 
riving in Cheyenne the day before election, 
we made inquiry of those whose invtelli- 
nee, position, cecupation and business 
fitted them to give the desired information. 
Seven of the eight—four gentlemen and 
four ladies—with whom we talked, spoke 
in the highest terms of the beneficial! results 
of the measure. The eighth, though de- 
claring himself in favor of equal rights, be- 
cause he believed a cultivated, educated 
woman Was as guod as an ignorant negro or 
a drunken white man, yet he must say 
“female suffrage is nota success.” When 
asked, after he had asserted that only women 
who could be bought voted, if he bad said 
res le women did not vote, he an- 
swered that he would not say so. Finally 
he said he could give nostatistical informa- 
tion on the matter. One gentleman who 
is considered an opponent to woman suf- 
frage said to us that two very beneficial 
results had come from the enfranchise- 
ment of women. One was that both po- 
litical parties had been compelled to nom)- 
nate better men for office. Thongh men 
would, for the sake of party, vote for im- 
moral men, their wives refused to 
do so, often voting for the opposing 
candidate, and their husbands com- 
mended them for it. The other good 
spoken of was the protection of property- 
owners in their right. ‘“‘Most men who 
own property,” said be, “havea wife, sis- 
ter, and mother, whose votes offset the votes 
of the reckless, worthless renegades who 
have no property, a kind of. floating popu- 
lation that believe those who have property 
are their enemies, and who at every oppor- 
tunity vote against the moral interests of 
the town.” “Bat you will see how many 
and what class of women vote if you stand 
near the poll,’ said all with whom we 
talked, except one. 

In the town are two polling places. At 
one of these, anicely furnished room in the 
Inter-Ocean hotel, the most of the women 
vote, and some gentlemen who have accom- 
panied their wives and sisters, with others 
who, on account of the order, quiet, and 
neatness that prevails, prefer to cast their 
votes here. In this room, the fleor of which 
is covered with Brussels carpet, sat the 
judges and clerks of election—three ladies 
and twogentlemen. The bright. intelligent 
and pleasant faces of the ladies, and the dig- 
nitied and pleasing mannersof the gentle- 
men, gave a homelike appearance that was 
very agreeable, and one could not fail to 
ask why objections should be made to wo- 
men participating in a matter of so much 
importance as the government of their coun- 
try. Womensvoters were coming and going 
during all hours. Many came in their own 
carriages, some in carriages sent by political 
parties, but many walked, preferring this 
rather than place themselves under the ap- 
pearance of being influenced by riding in 
a carriage provided by any party— 
though men donot scruple to ride when they 
have an opportunity. The ladies brougiit 
their ballots with them. They knew 
hefore they came for - Who 
they were going to vote. Having the tick- 
ets beforehand they knew exactly whos: 
name toscratch, and some at least did not 
vute the straight ticket. The ladies do not 
forget a man's political recocd. His moral 
character has much te doin gaining or los- 
ing their votes. There was no electioneer- 
ing at the voting place: not a word was 
spoken, OUecasionally: a gentleman in the 
crowd that stood on the sidewalk would bow 
toalady acquaintance, but not one word 

did we hear during the time we regained, 

The dispateh with which they voted wasa 
marvel, The average time fora lady to walk 
from ber carriage across the sidewalk, de- 
posit her baliot and seat herself in her car- 
riage again, was 28 seconds. The longest 
time taken by any one lady, while we 
noticed them, was 45 seconds, the’ shortest 
1k -seconds. The verdict of every honest 
mind as to the character of the majority of 
these women would uridoubtedly be “re- 
spectable, vonod women. We were told 
that it Was quite rare for a woman's vote 
to be challenged, thotigh men were 
there all day for that purpose. Ten 
vears of political life has not corrupted the 
women so that the men cannot trust them. 
Though large numbers of men stood around 
the polling place not a single loud word was 
heard; no smoking and no spitting on the 
walk over which the ladies had to pass. 
The way was always kept free for them to 
pass through. If these were not gentlemen 
they were the best counterfeiters we have 
ever seen. The whole appearance and bear- 
ing of these men bear testimony of their 
respectability. 
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DIPHTHERIA IN THE PALACE, 


Report of the Fatal Disease in the 
Family of Her Koyal Highness the 
Princess Alice. 

From the British Medical Journal. 

The following is an abstract ot the lead- 
ing features of a reporton the lamentable 
outbreak by the physicians in attendance. 
It is signed by Drs. Ergenbrodt, Oertel, and 
Jager, and is published in the Berlin Klin- 
ische Wochenschrift, No: 49. Very rarely 
has an epidemic of diphtheria been observed 
of so sharply limited an extent as that 
in the grand ducal family of Hesse-Darm- 
stadt. Within eight days (from the 
ith to the 4th .of Nosember), six of 
its members were attacFed—on the 
éth, Princess Victoria, aged 16: in the night 
from the llth to the 12th, Princess Alice, 
aged 6; on the 12th, Princess Mary, aged 4; 
in the night from the 12tn to the 13th, Prin- 
cess Irene, aged 12; in the afternoon of the 
3th, the Hereditary Grand Duke Ernst 
Ludwig, aged 10, and on the l4th, the grand 
duke himeself.: Of the entire family, the 
grand duehess (Princess Alice of Great 
Britain) and one daughter (Princess Eliza- 
beth) only were spared at that outbreak of 
the disease. The grand dutchess, however, 
was attacked a few days ago. =Immedi- 
ately after the first member of the family 
(Prineess Victoria) had fallen ill, she was 
seen by a physician and at once separated 
from all the others. The same caution was 
observed after the falling ill of the other 
princesses, but without preventing the out- 
brenk of the disease in the of the 
family. In all cases there were large patches 
of false membrane on the tonsi and in 
inost of them swelling of the Ivinphati 
glands in the angle of the jaw.

Every year, while hundreds of persons 
are leaving country homes to help swell the 
tide of city life, many families are goi 
away from New York and Brooklyn to see 
homes in distant and newly settled portions 
of the country. Travel to the west and to 
several of the southern states has become so 
general that it would be difficult to-gesti- 
mate the mttuberof persous who search. for 
permanent residence there. To the great 
southwest and to Florida emigration ig 
accomplished mainly, as vet, through 
land and agricuitural associations.  Un- 
usual activity has been noticed among these 
associations recently, and the number of 
their customers is increasing tfapidiy. ‘The 
steamships to Florida and Texas and the 
railroad Ress to western Texas carry small 
colonies of workingmen and their families, 
who go to cultivate wild lands or to engage 
in cattle-raising. Consumptive persons are 
going to the far south to seek a healthful 
climate, and merchants who find their busi- 
ness profitless or uncongenial are gving to 
Florida to plant oran groves, 
Upward = of 200 families have 
gone to the far south from this city and 
Brooklyn during the last six months. The 
farming season in the south begins early in 
February, and the rush of emigrants has 
been greater for the last few weeks on that 
account. A colony of about a dozen fam- 
ilies, mostly from Brooklyn, is to start for 
western Texas next week. 

Along the line of the Florida railroad 
from Fernandina and Cedar Keys is a broad 
tract of land which is being settled rapidly 
by people from the north. Most of the 
lands in this tract are owned by the Florida 
land and immigration company, of which 
Edward N, Dickerson, of this city, is the 
president. Agents for the company in the 
north sell land to emigrants by means of 
warrants, and settlers have the privilege of 


company’s lands whieh are unvecupied. 
Nearly two hundred families have gone to 
these lands from the port of New York 
since last autumn, Of these many were 
residents of this city, but the majority went 
from other portions of the state. In con- 
versation with a reporter recently, 

Smith, the northern 
agent of the company, said: 
‘There are three classes of person who go 
from the north to live in Florida. The 
largest is the laboring class—the thrifty 
workingmen who have saved some money, 
but who do not see any chance of buying 
homes. of their own in a northern city. 
They go to Florida, buy a small farm at the 
rate of $1.20 an acre, and begin to raise veg- 
etables, Many of them live in tents until 
they can build honses. The mildness of 
the climate allows them to do this very 
comfortably. Before long — they wil! 
have nice houses and barns, surrounded 
with orange groves. Another — large 
Cliss is Composed of persons in moderate 
circumstances, Who have been erowded out 
of business in the city. They take with 
them enough money to purchase farms and 
build houses. The third class is eonsposed 
of persons of considera le mea s, whe gu to 
plant large orange groves or to livein a mild 
climate.

The western immigration’‘and agricultural 
association, which has its office in this city, 
is offering bomes in New Mexico along the 
line of a projected railway. Monthfy pay- 
ments for farms are being made by work- 
ingmen in this city, who intend to move as 
soon as the railroad is completed. From 
careful surveys Which have been made by 
the association, the . purchaser of a 
farin is able to select his 
piece of land before he leaves 
the city. The association also engages to 
fence these farms, build houses on them 
and provide them with cattle and farming 
implements during the time that the pay- 
ments are being made.

THE FIFTH RECORDED CASE IN CHICAGO, 

Two were reported by a Scandinavian 
physician many years ago, a third was ad- 
mitted to the eounty hospital and the 
fourth exhibited to the Chicagu medical 
society in 1863 by Dr. Holmboe, surgeon of 
the General hospital at Bergen, Norway, 
who made atour throughout the north- 
western states for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the prevalence of the disease among 
the Norwegian emigrants, he having found 
one victim in this city.

stayed in the Sandwich islands. If he con- 
tinues in Chicago he will have to go to the 
poor house, for he is incapable of sustaining 
himself. In arecent lecture regarding the 
ease, Dr. Hyde advocated the establishment 
ofa hospital for incurables of all kinds,

Allegations of Official 
‘ith Wetmore 


Mixed up Wi the 
Scandal, 

Special Dispatch to the New York World. 
Wasnincton, January 6.—The scandal in 
' which Admiral Porter has been implicated 
lately by the charges ot Lieutenant Wet- 
| more, of the navy, has been pretty generally 
‘ignored by the respectable press of the 
'country as being a private and personal 
matter. But it has now assumed a public 
aspect which the press can scarcely ignore. 
| By Wetinere’s statement, made to a corre- 
spondent ofa Philadelphia paper, it appears 
'that during the continuance of the Wet- 
more family, out of which Wetmore's suit 
against the admiral grew, the latter was, to 
put it very mildly, straining his official po- 
sition to put Wetmore in the way ot getting 
money. Perhaps the most crious allegation 
‘which Wetmore makes: .°* Admiral] Por- 
ter engaged him to dispose the German 
i government, for use during the Franco- 
Prussian war, of a torpedo which the admi- 
ral had invented, or over which he had con-

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WILL GAMBETTA BE A MINISTER? 


Probable Changes in the French Gov- 
ernment, 


Paris Correspondence of the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The probability of M. Gambetta taking 
office is again being seriously discussed both 
by liberals and conservatives—by those who 
desire to see a stricter application of repub- 
ligan principles and by those who wonld 
like to see the republic degenerate into vio- 
lence and collapse. M. Gambetta, himself, 
knowing well how insecure is the tenure of 
ottice and how short-lived is ministerial 
popularity; would gladly remain in his pres- 
ent position as really master of the situ- 
ation. He hus nu wish to sueceed M. Du- 
faure, and he urges that it would be too cruel 
on the part oi the left to turn that 
minister out of office, especially after the 
rough way in which he has handled the 
bonapartists in the tribune, and his recent 
speech in reply to M. De Fourton,. Some 
persons are of the epinion that Marshal 
MaeMahon would not accept M. Gambetta, 
but others imagine that this difficulty 
might be overcome by M. Gambetta taking 
a concession with regard to the minister of 
war—such a concession, in fact, M. 
Dufaure made on accepting the seals. The 
marshal would never cousent to have a 
polititician for war minister; but there 
are generals in the liberal party to whom 
he would not object. However, no matter 
what the objections of the marshal or the 
dislike of M. Gambetta to see the present 
state of things disturbed, it clear that 
M. Dufaure, when once there isa liberal 
majorityin the senate, will run a great risk 
of being placed in a minority in the cham- 
ber. Up to the present the advanced Jiber- 
als have been constrained not to press their 
programme on the government, knowing 
that the upper house, in case of emergency, 
would protect M. Dufaure, «With the new 
senate the advanced liberals may attempt a 
bolder game, ind if M. Dufaure should be 
defeated as the result,;it is possible that 
Marshal McMahon may send for M. Gam- 
betta, who could not refuse to attempt to 
form an administration, even on the terms 
above mentioned. 

All sorts of conjectures continue to be 
formed with regard to what will happen at 
the commencetpent of next vear. We are 
threatened, forexample, with a repetition 
of the comuiittee of eighteen—a committee 
formed of the leaders of the liberal parties 
and which was more powerful! than the os 
tensible government.
